The cause of good roads in the next 
legislature will have a zealous cham ­ 
pion in R. C. Dunn of Princeton, 
says an exchange. 
He holds t h a t 
the adoption 
of 
the 
good 
roads 
am endment is practically a m andate 
from the people, and 
propose* 
t# 
govern 
himself 
accordingly. 
By 
1914, when th e I mill tax can be 
levied, if the legislature so orders 
this winter, the highway commis­ 
sion will have over a' million dollars 
at its disposal from previously levied 
taxes, but Mr. Dunn thinks this fund 
should be increased this winter by 
some increase of taxation on road 
luxuries. 
For example, he suggests 
a tax on each automobile, graduated
